PEAYER IN THE SENATE! 


Ijistened to B y a I>ozen Members, i s 
li'ollowed B y a Hot-Word W a r Be- 
tween iSherman and Oorman. 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—The senate, 
in accordance with the resolution adopt- 
ed yesterday, met at 10 o'clock this 
morning, but with less than a dozen 
members present to listen to the chap- 
lain's opening prayer. 


Mr. Gorman at once raised the ques 
tion of a quorum. 
A roll call showed 
only thirty-two senators present, but 
ot&Brs soon came in, and by twenty 
minutes past ten a quorum was present 
and the journal was read. 


An executive communication 
from 
Secretary Noble, enclosing a long letter 
from Major Powell, director of the geo- 
logical survey, on the subject of irriga- 
tion and canal sites, was laid before the 
senate, and Mr. Gorman asked to have 
it read. 
After the clerk had read part 
of the letter objections came from the 
republican side of the chamber to de- 
laying public business by reading a com- 
munication that could be printed and 
laid before members to-morrow morn- 
ing. 


This led to a sharp discussion about 
printing such documents in the Record 
and some warm words passed between 
Mr. Gorman and Mr. Sherman. The 
former insisted upon having the letter 
read, although Mr. Hawley, chairmSh 
of the printing committee, assured him 
he could 
have the communication 
printed within four hours. 
Mr.' Sher- 
man finally objected to the^^further read- 
ing of the letter. 
He said he did not 
want business delayed by it. 
Mr. Gor- 
man remarked that if the senator from 
Ohio had been in the chamber in time 
this morning under his own resolution, 
the document could have been read and 
the public business facilitated. He 
would not submit to any senator to ioti- 
mate that because he wanted a public 
document read in order to get informa- 
tion from it, his object was to delay the 
X)ublic business. 


Mr. Sherman resented the emphasis 
of the fact that he had come into the 
chamber this morning fifteen minutes 
after the hour fixed for the meeting. 
He had been engaged during those fif- 
teen minutes in public business, which 
he considered of more importance than 
listening to the reading of the docu- 
ument. 
He was probably present in 
the senate four days for the one dny 
that the senator from Maryland was. 


The senate then decided that the 
document should not be read. Mr. 
Gorman, with some warmth, resented 
the insinuation that because he wanted 
it read, that he was delaying public 
business. 
The presiding oflB^cer then 
said the letter would be printed as a 
miscellaneous document.

FATAL ACCIDENT! 


William LSmith, a Teamster, Kill<id 
I n s t a n t l y 
To-day—His 
Head 
li^eai-fally Crushed. 


William Smith, a young man about 
twenty ye^rs old, met a fearful fate 
about 1 o'clock this afternoon. 


Smith had been working for three 
weeks past for the Transfer and Storage 
company, but previous to that, at 
different times, worked at the 'bus barn 
and for Ryan Bros. 
His father, Rufas 
Smith, is at present employed at the 
'bus bam as driver. 


.To-day young Smith was detailed 
with Bert Burns, a young helper for the 
Transfer company, to unload a car of 
lumber for the Old Fort Palley •works. 
The oar was situated on a Wabash side- 
track near the Olds yards, at Lafayette 
street. The young workmen had pro- 
gressed well with their job and after the 
dinner hour started in vigorously, in 
order that they might finish the car be- 
fore evening. 
While Smith was stand- 
ing upright on the partly loaded wagon 
the horses were frightened at a screech- 
ing whistle, as a locomotive dashed by. 


When the animals started to run 
Smith caught the lines, but in his fran- 
tic exertions he caught the wrong line, 
causing the horses to swerve suddenly 
toward the car. The wagon lurched and 
threw Smith from his feet. 
His head 
was caught between the moving wagon 
and the ear and squeezed and crushed 
in a shocking manuei", fracturing tlio 
skull and breaking the neck.

I wrote to him ip Eng- 
land, bui'li<3 had gone to New York ^ d 
the letter was forwarded to him there. 
Ho wired me as soon as he could to ar- 
range my affairs aud come to New York 
and meet him. I did not remain in 
York seven hours." 


"But why did you not write to your 
relatives or make your 
whereabouts 
known through all those years 


"Well there is really no good reason. 
I always was a poor con-esnondent. I 
intended to write every week, but I al- 
ways put it ofi'." 


In brief Lord Boyle's stiH:y,as be gives 
it, that he went to America in 1882 to 
start a stock farm in Canada. 
He was 
a member of the dominion parliament 
for Fort MacLeod. 
His brother, the 
one who was advertising for him, was 
there in the same business, aud at the 
same time. 
Early in 1887 the youngest 
brother tired of stock raising and went 
home, but Lord Boyle determined to 
try his luck again in another part of the 
country. He first went to Tacoma and 
finally bought a farm and a few horses 
near Boise City. 
There he went under 
the name of Boyle, alwaj s taking pains 
to conceal his title. 


From the time he settled there, three 
years ago, he never heard from cr wrote 
to any friends or relatives, aud never 
read any newspapers. 
Three times in 
the three years he journeyed to Seattle 
to sell horses. 
It was on his last visit 
that he picked up the newspaper adver- 
tising for him. 
Lord Boyle repeated 
several times that ho had no ulterior 
motive in concealing his whereabouts; 
had no quarrel with his family, or al- 
liances by marriage or otherwise which 
made his seclusion 
desirable. He 
simply took a notion to keep quiet for a 
time and did so.

"I never saw him take
